SHANGHAI. 

‘The autumn mail of LOth Sept., was expected on the 28th Oct., 
having’ arrived at Hong Kong on the 23rd. The dates are now 
down to tho 25th. 

The following items are from a letter dated Oct. 25:—The 
news brought down from Chefoo of an attack having been made 
upon the American schooner, the General Sherman, in the Korea, 
has been the chief topic of conversation forsome timo past, and 
people are speculating upon the probable results of the affair. It 
is thought in some quarters that America will be forced to make 
awarlikedemonstration, and it isalso imagined that England may 
be induced to join in it. This latter contingency is, I think, highly 
improbable, as, though a British subject was among one of the un- 
lucky victims, the vessel was under American colours, so that, 
asa point of honour, Great Britain is not bound to interfere. I 
need scarcely say, however, that as yot all is speculation, there 
being no meuns of ascertaining what the probable course of 
the foreign Governments will be, The River Seoul is announced 
as blockaded by the French, who seek redress for the murder 
of the three missionaries ; but whether England and America 
will join her it is now impossible to surmise with any degree of 
certainty. It may be, however, that with so good an excuse for 
putting in an appearance, they may avail themselves of the 
opportunity of watching the doings of the French. 

Some underhand transactions of a somewhat serious nature 
have been discovered to be going on with respect to the collec- 
tion of some of the French Municipal Revenue; and a Mr. 
Agostini, Assistant Superintendent of Police, being found impli- 
cated in an arrangement for squeezing the Chinese residents on 
the French Concession out of a considerably heavier amount of 
taxes than legal, has been arrested by the Consul General and 
sent off to Saigon for trial. The matter seems to have been 
going on for some time, and its disclosure has caused no little 
sensation, and, as in all such cases, rumour is active in sug- 
gesting that there are more revelations to be made. 

Sports are now occupying some attention. The regatta wil 
come off to-morrow, an event which has been looked forward 
to with some excitement, as there will bea race between an 
English and an American crew, and of course some little inter- 
national feeling has been got up. The races this year sccm 
likely to be rather poor, the moreso as a loss has been sus- 
tained from ‘Traveller, a promising animal quite broken down,

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


No little excitement has been caused here in mercantile 
circles by the disappearance of two brothers, natives of Ham- 
burg, who have been doing business in Hong Kong and Canton 
for some year or two past, and who are believed to have 
abscouded on the morning of the 29th inst., taking the steamer 
for Canton but stopping at Whampoa, whence they got away 
the following morning to Macao. In this place thoy will be 
safe from legal pursuit, The amount of their liabilities is as 
yet unascertained, but that of assets left behind is nil, [We 
believe their names to be E, and J. Meyer.] 

The Kiachta telegraph has been playing its usual pranks in 
a manner decidedly suggestive of foul play somewhere. A mes- 
sage received by that line was brought down some ten days 
since from Shanghai, in which the Oriental and Union Banks 








were declared to have stopped payment in London. Panic was 
universal fora day or two and a run actually took place on 
the Oriental Bank, but the arrival of the English mail with 
dates to Sept. 10 fortunately exposed the falsity of these 
malicious rumours. 

An desay of the Hong Kong dollar was Held at Canton last 
week, for the satisfaction of the Chinese Government, in the 
presence of several’ native: offisials and of the British Consul, 
The result has not yet been. published, but it is understood to 
have been favourable ; arid it is stated that a Proclamation will 
shortly be issued, declaring: the dollar receivable in payment 
of Customs’ dues. Meanwhile it is still looked upon with doubt 
by all classes of Chinese in the colony, whoso distrust, in the 
event of the Mint oontinuing in operation, it will take a long 
time to overcome. The issue of 20-cent, and 5-cent. pisces, 
Which took place last week, is a very popular measure, on the 
contrary, as the unmistakable convenience of these coins re~ 
commends them to all. The first prosecution for counterfeiting 
has already taken place, a Chinaman having been arrested the: 
day before yesterday whilst endeavouring to pass a copper imi- 
tation of the dollar, which I hear was by no means badly got. 
up. Those coins are doubtless struck near Canton, where large 
manufactories of false Mexican dollars are known to exist. 

The latest phase of the Chinese emigration question is the 
detection of a barracoon for kidnapped females in the midat of 
Hong Kong, which was discovered by accident on the 27th 
inst. by Mr. Tonnochy, the Sheriff and Registrar, who, on 
forcing his way into the interior, found twenty-five women con- 
fined in an upper storey, and awaiting shipment for the Dutch 
colonies, These females had been brought down singly from the 
interior by means of the usual false pretences, and a prosecution 
was forthwith instituted against a German named Lobscheid, an 
ex-missionary, who acts as agent fora German firm very actively 
engaged in the coolie traffic, and by whose Chinese brokers these 
women had been brought to the colony, This is by no means 
the first time that the names of these parties have been brought. 
before the public in the same connection, but it is to be hoped 
that the occurrence will result ina complete revision by Sir 
Richard MacDonnell of the system under which s0-called 
Chinese emigration is carried on from Hong Kong. No good 
results can be expected until the matter is taken entirely out 
of the hands of private speculators. 

Since writing the above I learn that the Europeans imp!i- 
cated in the affair have been discharged from lack of evidence, 
but the Chinese keepers of the barracoon are committed for 
trial. 

From the Government Gazette we learn officially of the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Smale as Chief Justice ; and of Mr. Smale, 
junior, as Secretary and Clerk to the Judge. The public are 
informed, we observe, by the same official organ, that they can 
obtain 20 cent, 10 cent, and & cent silver pieces, along with one 
cent pieces and cash in bronze, at the Treasury office, in ex- 
change for dollars and notes. 

The following report of the fire is from the Daily Press of 
Oct. 31 : —“ Such a fire as is rarely seen, even in great cities 
where the food for the conflagration is stacked in unlimited 
quantities, took place last night in Tai-ping-shan. From the 
Praya up into the town as far as Gap-strect aud from Suther- 
land-strect, close by the P, & O. Company’s coal depot on the 
west, to Morrison-street on the east, what was yesterday a. 
closely packed district of.the Chinese quarter, is now a desolate 
heap of ruins, with gaunt fragments of wall standing up 
in all directions, but no sign of a living town remaining. 
How many hundred houses havo been burned down, how 
many bales of cotton and bags of rice helped to make that 
wonderful blaze which half the colony must have secn last. 
night is of course unknown as yet. The population in the 
region where the fire took place was of course so numerous that 
there must have been an immense quantity of hands at work 
saving property, and in this way no doubt a greater proportion 
of the goods, furniture and so forth threatened when the flames 
began to spread, was saved than would have been rescued at @ 
fire of corresponding magnitude in England. At the beginning 
the swarms of boats which collected along the Praya to receive 
the property which tho Chinese were hastily bringing out of 
their houses, were in themselves a sight to sce. This of course 
was early in the proceedings, later on when the fire had claimed 
its whole territory the Praya was all but impassable. 

“The conflagration began somewhere ncar the British Hotel 
in the Queen’s-road. That building was saved, though the 
destruction overlapped it on both sides. All who could be of 
service gradually accumulated at the sceue of action, The 
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police, detachments of men from the 20th and the Royal 
Engineers, the native fire brigade, parties of sailors from the 
men-of-war in harbour, came up as the fire announced itself all 
over the town and bay by rolling clouds of brightly illuminated 
smoke. Very soon, by half-past seven or eight, the flames had 
obtained such a hold upon the thin rows of China nouses which 
stood on each side of the Queen’s-road, that the fire began to 
burn brightly, and clouds of vivid flame to leap up amongst the 
smoke. Some of the houses which first took fire must have 
contained cotton or equally inflammable merchandise, for the 
fury of the blaze at eight o’clock was already terrible. Roofs 
then began to fall in on all sides with a curious smothered crash 
which sounded at a little distance like the rush of a rocket, and 
wherever they went, of course the flames hau free play end 
mounted higher in the sky. A great many engines were brought 
down, and besides the fire brigade and police there were num- 
berless volunteers, the young men of the colony generally, ready 
to work with any amount of courage and energy at the tasks 
going forward. The Governor moreover was present in tho 
thick of the engagement, lending a hand to the workers and 
stimulating the enthusiasm’; but as in a large battle field the 
troops engaged at one part have no idea what is going 
on in another, so it was last night, and it was through 
the equal readiness of all to do anything and go any- 
where that so much was done. For a great deal 
was done in drawing a limit past which the fire was not 
allowed to go, though the idea of putting it out was simply 
Fidiculous after its magnitude became apparent. Thus the 
coal depot of the P. and O, Company was saved, forming the 
the boundary of the fire in that direction, There were more 
than seventeen thousand tons of coal stored there, and had the 
mass of fuel ever taken fire it could not have been put out for 
@ week or a month. The engineers stopped the progress of 
the fire in another direction by blowing up some houses, a feat 
they performed at about eleven o’clock. 

“To do anything, more especially in the hurry of writing this 
morning, towards describing the scene is out of the question, 
Tt seemed a town on fire. You looked through lines of streets 
flooded with fire, you saw through a gap of ruins a region 
where spectral walls were subsiding with sounds faint in the 
general uproar of human voices and flame, on to incandescent 
piles of rafters, fountains of sparks shot up in all directions, 
and the atmosphere generally seemed red hot. The effect to 
eye, the magnificence of the display, considered from a merely 
msthetic point of view, was past the power of words to paint. 

“ After about two o’clock this morning the rage of the fire 
was expended, but it must be burning now, though danger of 
its expansion is long since over.” 

Mr. Hart, the Inspector-General of the Chinese Imperial 
Maritime Customs, who arrived yesterday by the French mail, 
Drings with him Professor Gumpach of be.lin, the well-known 
astronomer and combatant of Professor Airev’s theories, and 
Professor Badham, of Trinity College, Dublin. These gentlemen 
Will take the posts of professors for German and English in the 
new college at Peking for the instruction of native Chinese. A 
French professor follows by the next mail. 


Tho charge brought against the Rev. William Lobscheid at 
the instance of the Acting Superinteudent of Police, has happily 
fallen to the ground, the summons having been dismissed after 
the examination of one or two witnesses whose evidence failed 
to support the complaint. We sincerely hope that the reverend 
gentleman and his prosecutor will both take tke hint to be 
derived from the day’s proceedings. Mr. Acting Superintendent 
Deane, by way of being very euergetic, has acted precipitately 
and unwarrantably, and may learn a lesson of discretion. Mr. 
Lobscheid if he act wisely will drop all conncction whatever 
with an institution which gives occasion for such proceedings 
as were evidenced in court by the Chinese females examined 
for the prosecution of the first six prisoners. Nothing could 
be more disgraceful than the expose made yesterday of the modes 
in which emigrants are obtained. 

Ten men and a woman, who were arrested on a charge of 
being concerned in the Lubra piracy, were brought up for 
examination before J.C. Whyte, Esq., but both Mrs, Hawes, 
the widow of the murdered captain, and Mr. Hall, late chief 
mate of the vessel, failed to identify any of them as the actual 
pirates. Two were pointed out by Mrs, Hawes, one as the cook 
who was discharged at his own request a few days before the 
vessel left this port, and the other as the stevedore who was 
working on board, Mr. Hall also identified two more, as part 
of the gag employed by the Btevedore in stowing the cargo

Mr, Jarman stated that he still had hopes of bringing proof 
against the tenth and eleventh prisoners, who were well kuown 
to the Macao authorities as notoriously bad characters, and also 
that he expected in a few days to get hold of some men whom 
Mrs. Hawes would be able to recognise. The case was in con- 
sequence further remanded, and all the prisoners allowed to bail 
with the exception of the tenth and eleventh. The cook who 
disappeared from the vessel on the evening of her arrival here 
has not been heard of as yet, in spite of all exertions on the 
part of the police to trace his whereabouts. This circumstance 
throws a grave suspicion on him as having been connected with 
this diabolical affair. 

Captain Maxwell, 80th Regiment, has been appointed Deputy 
Assistant Adjutant-General, to relievo Major Samwell, and is 
expected to arrive in Hong Kong by the next mail. 

A serious accident had occurred to a party of sailors em- 
ployed in repsiring the rigying of the flag-staff at the French 
Consulate. One of them was in the cross trees, and others were 
about ascending, when the staff snapped near the bottom and 
fell. Fortunately for the man in the cross trees, its fall was 
broken by some bamboos, or he must have been killed on the 
spot Aa it is, he is very severely injured. There was no 
wind at the time of the accident, which is attributable simply 
to the decay of the foot of the staff. It was erected in 1859. 

Mr. James Smith, a gentleman lately in the employment of 
Messrs, Dent and Co. at Chivkinng, was one evening going 
rapidly up the steps leading from Wyndham-street into 
Arbuthnot-road. He had hardly reached the top when he fell 
with tremendous violence from the top to the bottom. Whether 
his foot slipped on a stone, lost his balance, or was attacked 
by a fit, does not seem to be known. Lifted up into a sitting 
posture by some gentleman passing, he was found to be insensi- 
ble and bleeding. Dr. Huyvenaar, a medical man residing close 
by, was promptly fetched, and every assistance given, A mes- 
senger was despached to the Central Police Station for help, and 
after a brief delay the unfortunate gentleman was placed in a 
chair and taken to the Civil Hospital, where he died, haviug 
never recovered consciousness, nor spoken a word from the 
moment of his fall. Aa inquest was held on the body at the 
Civil Hospital, Mr, Jose da Silveira and Mr. Gutierrez testified 
to the circumstances attending the accident. Dr. Cochrane was. 
examined as to the cause of death, andthe brief record closed 
with a verdict of accidental deatb, Had the jury inspected the 
site of the accident, they would probably have appended to 
their verdict a sharp reproof on the negligenco of those who 
have left the steps and road leading from Wyndham-street to 
Arbuthnot road in a state of disrepair that render it dangerous 
to attempt to pass up or down it at noonday. Among other 
improvements grand juries might, with advantage, be re-intro- 
duced into Hong Kong. A presentment about the state of the 
roads mignt have some effect. 

A notice has been issued by the Russian Vice Consulate in 
this city, to the effect that the Cabinet of St. Petersburg 
declares all Russian subjects who engage in the Chinese 
emigration business to forfeit all claims to protection from 
the Russian Government.

MANILA. to the plaintiffs. The judgment wasan interesting one. 


We learn from Manila that on the 16th October a severe 
storm passed to the South, and was felt there. The Govern- 
ment steamer Animosa ran down the private steamer Cebu, and 
they both went down, close by Cavite. Several accidents are 
reported, amongst them the Ygnacio witha valuable cargo from 
Hong, Kong on shore at Punto Sangley. - On]the evening of 
the 18th a second typhoon visited Manila, and lasted two days. 
Only two Spanish vessels were driven ashore, and the English 
steamer Japan lost an anchor, and was said to have been 
aground but gotJup steam and got off again ; she was to have 
sailed for Singapore on the 20th, but was delayed till the 22nd. 
It is expected the news from the provinces will be bad. The 
Patino, with the new Governor General, was expected daily. 
There have been great public rejoicings for the victory (?) at 
Callro, The officials of the navy have had a public reception 
from the city, a dinner and ball. 








COCHIN CHINA. 

The French transport Eugene-ct-Adele, which left Macao on 
October the 4th for the Havana, with 466 emigrant coolies on 
board, put into Saigon on the 14th in consequence of a mutiny 
of these men. On the 10th of October a number of the Chinese 
suddenly rose, disarmed the guard, and mortally wounded the 
captain. The next in command, Lieutenant Mazieres, then 
ordered his men to fire, when thirteen were killed on the spot, 
and the leaders laid down their arms and were ironed. 

§,, STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
BINGAPORE, 

The London Mail of 26th September reached Singapore on 
the 30th October. Dates from this port are to the 8th Nov- 
umber. 

The return of his Highness the Tumongong from his visit to 
England, says the Straits Times, was the occasion of a very 
friendly display towards him, both on the part of his fellow- 
countrymen and on that of the European residents here, by all 
whom he is personally well known and well liked. There seems 
a desire on the patt of some of his friends to change the title 
under which he is ordinarily designated from that of Tumongong 
to Maharajah, the latter heing the one which appears to have been 

generally accorded to him while at home, Perhaps there is no 
reason why this should not be conceded, for, though his family 
was originally, and still is nominally, subordinate to that of the 
Sultan of Johore, the substantial posscasion of the sovereignty of 
t hat territory has been in the Tumongong’s family since 1855, 
when the Sultan sold his supremacy, though singularly enough 
not his title, to the then Tumongong, father of the present, 
However, in possession of the substance, his Highness the Tu. 
mongong can well afford to dispense with the,titular shadow 
which still clothes the unenterprising Sultan with royalty. 
Hs Higincss appears little changed by his trip, but whatever 
change there is, is in the way of improvement. We believe he 
was attired in similar costume to that which he wore on 
the occasion of his presentation at Court; and no one can 
deny that he must have made a very favourable impression 
and given a high conception of the Malay feature and, 
physique. To @ military suit of dark blue embroidered, but 
not too richly, with gold lace, were added the characteristic 
sarong and a turbaned head dress,—the latter not so graceful 
we think as a rich embroidered saputangan tied in Malay fashion 
would have been. On his breast was the coveted Star of India, 
the prize after which so mavy brave men have sighed, and 
sighed in vain, and which it shall doubtless be the endeavour 
of the ‘lumongong’s life to maintain in honour and respect. His 
attendants were not less becomingly attired, English broadcloth 
and Regent-street tailoring having worked a world of reform in 
the national garb. We believe his Highness proceeds shortly 
to Johore where a great reception awaits him,

The fortnight has produced but one other event of import- 
ance. It will be remembered by some of our readers that a 
small vessel named the Katijah left Singapore witha valuable 
cargo on a trading voyage to some of the island in the Archi- 
pelago, and was never afterwards heard of. Intelligence has 
just been received that the supercargo of the vessel (a Chinaman) 
is alive and a slave on one of the piratical islands of Sooloo. 
No statement has been made regarding the fate of the vessel 
herself or the rest of the crew; but if the supercargo is re- 
covered, as it is expected will be the case, we shall be able to 
learn full particulars and thus set at rest many painful doubts. 

In commenting on the prospectus of the “Eastern Asia 
Telegraph Company,” the Straits Times says: “,The importance 
of the scheme is too modestly put forward. It is not that a 
most important link is an ultimate chain of communication to 
Chinagwill have been established ; for it is more than probable 
that both the Russian-American wires will have been at work 
before that by way of British India—will have reached even 
Singapore, or Bangkok; but it is the connection—the only 
practicable one—which this peninsular route will effect bebween 
Great Britain and her vast Australasian possessions; besides 
the important consideration that, whatever other lines of tele- 
graphic communication may extend to China, that proposed 
by the present company is the only one that will be independent 
of American, Russian, and Continental influence. Altogether, 
the scheme is one which, commercially, offers a most promising 
investment for capital, and the great and political importance 
of which it is impossible to over-estimate.” 

On the 24th October the steamer Bintang was successfully 
put into the Bon Accord Dock at Pulo Braui, she being the 
first vessel docked. The caisson was found to answer well, and 
the whole undertaking reflects great credit on Messrs, Buyers and 
Robb, the constructors, who in spite of the unusual quantity 
of rain that has fallen this year have been only a little more 
than two years in completing their work. 

His Excellency the Governor-General of the Netherlands

fully satistied by considerable sales of sea-damaged goods at auction. 

Raw Corron.—A further decline of $1 to $2 per picul has taken place, 
and clearances are about on a par with last fortnight’s. The news from 
home of expected small supplies of American Cotion has had no effect on 
this market as yet and foreigners still refrain from buying. 

Woott.sns.—Demand continues very slack, but there is no material 
decline to note in rates ; sales have been principally of damaged goods at 
auction. 

Merars.—Nail Rod Iron has declined in consequence of a good supply 
having come on in late arrivals. In other sorts there is no change to note. 

Coars.—Rates are unchanged save for Australian Coal, which, in con- 
sequence of numerous arrivals, is somewhat weaker. In view of the small 
supply on the way out holders of English and Welsh are very firm.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 








With reference to the failure of Messrs. Mitchell and Aspinall, tea 
brokers, we understand that arrangements are in progress for liquidating 
their affuirs by a compo: d that a new firm will shortly be established 
by some of the partners, including Mr. Cumming. Messrs. Podmore and 
Co., of Minving lane, have also suspended. There are rumours current 
of the probuble if not actual suspension of a large firm and two smaller 
ones, whose bulls thave not been duly honoured during the past week, and 
some of which will be returned the drawers. Telegrams {rom China also 
announce the difficulties of some houses and of one of the banke, but we 
cannot trace the rumours to any definite source, The telegrams in regard 











to Messrs. Dent and Co, could not arrive out until the 25th Nov., while 
our latest telegrams only reach to the 15th. Shouid Messrs, Dent and 
Co. suspend, it will no doubt lead to others, and this event appears to be 
looked forward to as the turning point in the China trade. 

Tea—The market remains in the same languid condition, and it is 
next to impossible to sell, except the finer sorts. which are in fair demand. 

Sit.x.—There is more business doing, chiefly in China, at the easier 
rates last quoted, which appear to have tempted foreign buyers again into 
the market. Good and fine Silk is becoming scarce, and is much looked 
after ; there is every prospect of such qualities becoming relatively higher 
before long on that account.

THE MURDERS AT KOREA. 

As considerable anxiety is {elt as to the course our Govern- 
ment will pursue with reference to the British subjects killed 
or burnt on beard the American schooner General Sherman, in 
one of the Korean rivers, including Mr. Tuostas, a missionary 





of the London Missionary Society, and who it will be remem- 
bered visited Korea in a native junk about twelve mouths since, 
and sent us a very interesting journal on the country and 
people ; we understand that it is not the intention of Her 
Magesty’s Government to demand auy satisfaction for these 
atrocities, committed under the} American flag, and we believe 
that the French Government nave also instrncted the Ad- 
miral not to make any attack at present for the murder of the 
French Bishops. It is not yet absvlutely certain that Mr. 
Taomas was killed ; there is a hope that as he dressed in Korean 
style and spoke the language, he might have escaped, and we 
most sincerely hope such is the case. 











BANK SHARES. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of In‘lia, 
London, and China have declared a dividend for tho nalf-year 
ending the 31st inst. of 5 per cent. (free of income tax), payable 
on the Ist January. Notwithstanding this notice the shares con- 
tivue to decline, owing chiefly to a considerable number having 
been sent from India for sale here. Iuthe present times there 
are comparatively no buyers, and consequently a fall in prices 
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is inevitable, The shares of the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China have also been depressed from similar 
causes. The Oriental maintain their price better. The quota- 
tions will be found in our share list. Of course it is but 
reasonable to assume that all the banks will be losers by 
firms in the India and China trade, but the reports become so 
exaggerated in these times that shareholders who are 
not acquainted with the peculiarities of the trade rush 
away to sell. On the refusal of Messrs, Dent and Com- 
pany’s bills it was known that the Chartered Bank of India 
held some which were refused, but the amount, although very 
small, was sufficient to induce some holders to rush in and sell, 
and they have declined from par to 5 discount ; this price is 
quite unreasonable, and puts down for nothing the long-estab- 
lished and careful management, its reserve fund and all other 
similar securities. There is no question that the Oriental has 
suffered in consequence of the unfortunate connection of the 
chairman, Mr. H. G. Gordon, with Overends, and it would have 
been better had he resigned his post pending the examination 
about to take place as to his acts asa director of Overend, 
Gurney, and Co. (Limited), and the shareholders would be most 
happy to restore him should he pass through the ordeal satis- 
factorily. It is not too late to adopt this course now, and we 
mistake if it will not prove of service in these times of distrust. 








FALSE TELEGRAMS. 

It is neceasary that we should explain that the false tele- 
grams forwarded to Shanghai by the Kiachta route and alluded 
to in our Hong Kong correspondents letter, did not pass 
through our hands, and they are believed to have been sent from 
Hamburg. We trust that the Oriental Bank and Union Bank 
of London will have taken steps to bring the offenders to 
justice. 








LAUNCH OF THE “ TAIWAN.” 

The steamer noticed in our issue of the 28th ult. has been successfully 
launches d named the Taiwan. Her tonnage is 400 tons net register, 
and she is classed Al for twelve years, Her dimensions are—length, 
175 feet ; breadth, 24 feet 6 inches; depth, 12 feet 6 inches. The 
‘engines and boilers are already on board, and the vessel will leave Aber- 
deenjunder steam for Hong Kong direct early in January, under the com- 
mand of Capri Alfred Roper, who formerly owned the Salamander, 
Abberdeen clipper, built by the Jsame firm. The Taiwan is a saloon 
steamer, having all her cabins on ‘deck, and is fitted with every appliance 
for ventilation and convenience which Captain Roper’sexperience enables 
him to suggest. The vessel is specially designed for navigating the rivers 
in China and Japan, and will prove to be an advantageous coadjutor to 
the larger steamer Douglas, lately sent to China by the same parties, The 
total length of her saloon deck is 155 feet, and she has accommodation for 
16 first-class passengers and 120 Chinese. 











Tue Bank or Hinpustan, Casna, AND JAPAN.—At the meeting 
of shareholders of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, held on the 
‘10th at the London Tavern, the following resolutions were adopted :—Ist. 
That five liquidators be appointed, namely, Captain Engledue, Messrs.

Tue New CommerctaL DepantMeNT oF THE FOREIGN-OFFICE.— 
Of late years we have observed with pleasure indications that the atten- 
tion of dur diplomatists has been more systematically direcied to the com- 
mercial questions which are so intimately connected with the well-being 
of British interests. The commercial reports of British diplomatic and 
consular agents, to which we have from time to time called the attention 
of ourreaders, afford gratifying proof of the zeal and ability which have been 
devoted to a subject of considerable national importance, and we are glad 
to learn that since the seals of the Foreigu-office were entrusted to Lord 
Stanley he has given his attention to the subject with a view to place the 
matter on a fuoting of permanent efficiency. Within the walls of the 
Foreign-office a special department has been created and placed under 
the charge of Mr. Charles Spring Rice, as superintendent, which will be 
charged with the correspondence relating to commercial matters; and we 
canuot but hope that the interests of the country at large will derive benefit 
feom an arrangement which should put an end to. that uncertain or 
divided responsibility which has been a source of complaint on the 
part of our commercial bodies, to such an extent, indeed, as to have led 
to the appointment of a Committee of the House of Commons to in- 
quire into the subject. 

Tur Conclusion OF THE Aurumy PLoucHING MatcH SEAsoN.— 
‘The season for these matches is now virtually over, ag one or two more at 
the most will be held before the end of the year. The last match of 
which notice has been received was that held at Goxhill, Lincolnshire, oa 
the 28th ult., when a spirited contest took place, the palm being carried 
off by James Barker, Messrs, Raniome’s well-known ploughman ; thus 
increasing the position of that firm by winning their thirty-third prize this 
season. Messrs. Ransome have competed at thirty-six matches this 
autumn, of which number twenty-seven have been won by their own men, 
and two by local men using their ploughs. These, with four matches (at 
which Messrs, Ransome did not compete) won by district plouglmen, 
make up the thirty-three prizes above mentioned. 











FOREIGN TRADE WITH CHINA, 
(\(THIRD NOTICE) 

* Porsvrye our rapid review of the official Reports of Foreign 
Trade with China for the year 1865, we come next in order to 
Hankow. With the geographical position of this great mart 
our readers are sufficiently familiar ; we merely remark en 
passant that it derives much of its importance from its prox- 
imity to Wuchang, the provincial capital of Hupeb, which 
stands directly opposite to it. Wuchang is the central city of 
China, and to it flock traders from every portion of the empire, 
who bring with them not only the produce of their several 
districts, but a variety of tongues or dialects which modified by 
attrition one with the other combine to form a common lan- 
guage or koine dialektos, the most serviceable if not the most 
elegant form of the Chinese language which a new arrival can 
set himself to study. Hankow is not a walled city, and its 
dimensions put it out of the category of villages. It may best 
be described as a vast sempiternal fair whereof the booths have 
been transformed into permanent structures. 

In foreign imports, piece goods form the staple, and each 
year shows a largely increasing demand. Thus against 447,427 
pieces placed on the market in 1864, 723,914 were offered in 
1865, or an increase of more than 60 per cent. Opium also 
shows ap annual improvement, due in a certain measyre to the 
edicts prohibiting the cultivation of native drug iu Shansi and 
Szu-chuan. With regard to exports we have to note a decreaso 
of tls. 763,000 as compared with 1864, but this may be as- 
cribed to the deficiency of last year’s tea-crop, a deficiency most 
salutary to the interests of stock-holders in England. Nothing 
was done in cotton, and indeed almost every article of export 
shows a falling-off more or less important, with the solitary 
exception of oil, in which there was an increase from piculs 
92,952 in 1864, to piculs 173,796 in 1865. It is well-known 
that the carrying trade of the Yang-tsze is almost exclusively 
in the hands of American firms, whose steamers have driven the 
junks and lorchas out of the unequal competition. During 
1865 three British steamers joined the river flect and having 
made several voyages raised considerably the total of British 
tonnage registered at Hankow. Twelve sailing ships were 
laden against eight in the preceding year, and thus the 
total tonuage of British ships and steamers rose from 
59,744 tons (1864), to 90,758 tons (1865). The American 
flag distances all its rivals in commerce in this particular in- 
stance, and the tricolor as yet floats over nothing more important 
than a few junks, mostly used by private houses for trade ex- 
cursions into the interior. The tea districts of Hupeh are 
contained in the prefecture of Wuchang—a triangular space, 
two sides of which are formed by the Yung-tsze, and the base by 
@ line joining Yochow with Kiukiang. In Hunan they are 
more scattered, but lie for the most part along the Hupeh 
boundary. Hankow furnishes three descriptions of coal, known 
respectively as “dry coal,” “smoke coal,” and “ white coal.” 
The average price of these varieties ranges between 600 
and 800 cash per picul of eighty catties. Tho first is ft 
for house use, aud the latter two for steam purposes. The 
coal fields sre situated in the Hunan province, on the banks or 
in the neighbourhood of the Hsiang Kiang, but it is supposed that 
plentiful supplies are obtainable much closer to Haukow, where 
he hills present the appearance of being rich in mineraltreasures. 

‘Wo now pass on to Kiukiang, the statistics of which port 
have been condensed into the smallest possible compass by Mr. 
Commissioner Waite. The import trade for the past three 
years may be said_to have been stationary, piece goods and 
opium showing, on the whole, a gradual increase counter- 
balanced by a falling off in the less important staples. The 
value of exports for 1865 exceeded that for 1864, although 
both together barely make up the value of the export trade for 
1863, We notice an increase of 70,000 piculs of Black and 
Green Teas as compared with,1864 , and on the other hand, a 
falling off to the extent of 34,000 piculs in Chinaware, 8,600 
picnls in hemp, 28,500 piculs in paper, aud 22,200 piculs in 
red earth, 421 steamers entered and clearcd during 1865, of 
which 129 were British and 322 American, being a falling of 
from the previons two years, although wo are not informed to 
what extent, Kiukiang, unlike Havkow, is not in itself a plece 
of importance, but derives ail its advantages from its proximity 
to Wuchang, the centre of the wealthy districts that surround 
the Poyang lake. Communication between Kiukiang aud Wu- 
chang is however coustantly interrupted, inasmuch as junks 
have to wait at Hukow for a favourable wind before they can 
attempt to stem the rapid current which sets into the river 
through the exit of the lake, Until, therefore, the prejudice 
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of the Government are so far overcome as to admit of steamers 
of light draught plying between Wuchang and Hukow or Kiu- 
kiang little advance in the prospects of Kiukiang can be rea- 
sonably anticipated. 

Leaving then the consideration of Kiukiang, which promises 
little for the future, we turn to Chinkiang, and mark with 
satisfaction the gradual risa of this hitherto insignificant port, 
‘At one period Chinkiang was the seat of an enormous native 
trade, due to its situation close to the embouchure of the Grand 
Canal and its nearness to Nanking and Yang-chow. Of late 
years, since the rebel occupation, the city has so frequently 
changed hands, and the outlying districts have so constantly 
been mado the battle-field of Imperial and Taiping legions, that 
the' peace-loving traders have deserted their former homes, 
while poverty and silence have usurped the place of wealth 
and eucrgy. But since the capture of Nanking the prospects 
of Chiukiang have been looking up, and there now appears to 
be some hope that the time and attention together with no 
inconsiderable amount of capital already expended by foreign 
merchants willat length bear fruit in the establishment of a 
lucrative trade. In 1862 large sums were invested in land, and 
& proposition was made two years later to build a wharf for the 
lading and discharge of steamers. The latter plan bas uot 
been carried out, and the proverbially bad anchorage off the 
city and foreign settlement militates against the trading 
capabilities of the port. The Governor-General has 
attempted to remedy this evil by digging extensive 
docks for native craft, and already numbers of Shanghai 
and coast junks repair to Chinkiang, and avail themsclves 
of the advantages newly offered to them. Figures will 
display the growing demand for imports more satisfactorily than 
avy mere verbal description. Thus uader opium we note 4,910 
piculs imported in 1865 against 1,716 in 1864; sugar, 45,000 
piculs against 8,310; and sbirtings 13,437 pieces against 
2,193. Theve statistics, when taken in connection with the 
facts that Chinkiang stands at a distance of uo-more than one 
hundred and twenty miles from the sea, and that flood tides 
make up as far as the port, confirm the opinion thet it is 
eminently adapted for supplying the plain of the Yangtze with 
foreign produce, and needs only favourable circumstances to 
ensure its development. By the Grand Canal it is brought 
into close relationship not only with the southern provinces, 
but with the wealthy aud populous districts that stretch away 
to the north and north-east as far as the Yellow River. Tho 
confident anticipation of a lucrative trade so soon as the effects 
of the recent rebellion shail have completely passed away are 
therefore well grounded, and in the highest degree likelp to be 
Fealised, 

We now pass on to Ningpo, a port whose name at least 
is more familiar to the general public than is that of any 
other city in China, with the exception perhaps of Canton. 
Here again wo are met by sad tales of rebel devastation, result- 
ing in the almost total extinction of a once rich and remune- 
rative business. Doubtless the growth of Shanghai has had 
an injurious effect upon Ningpo, but this alone would not account 
for the present insignificance of the trade as compared with its 
former importance. During 1865 a large quantity of Fychow 
tea, which bad in previous years found its way to Kiukiang, 
was shipped from Ningpo, and so long as tranquillity continues, 
we may expect that, so far, the trade of the port will be an 
increasing one. Hopes are entertained with regard to the 
silk crop in succeeding years, the export since 1861 being 
represented as follows :—1861, 6,655 piculs; 1862, 1,507 
piculs ; 1863, 57.63 piculs; 1864, 948 piculs; 1865, 1,914 
piculs, Although we have comparatively little hope of seeing 
Ningpo restored to its former opulence, we must allow that for 
the last six years it has not had a fair chance of asserting itself. 
The ‘Taiping disturbances and their immediate consequences are 
sufficient to account for the decadence of trade during the 


period of 1860-1864, and the general aspect of the commercial ; 


world during 1865 furnishes an explanation only too satisfac 
tory of the present state of depression. 

Mr. May contributes a very minute report on the trade of 
Foochow, furnishing elaborate tables, wherein the imports from 
Hong Kong and each of the Chinese ports are carefully diffe- 
Tentiated and assigned to their proper heads. We confess that 
a formidable array of tabular statements has upon us a com- 
fusing effect rather than otherwise, and as we wander from 
table to table we seem to ourselves ever on the point of clutch- 
ing the information of which we are in search, yet ever failing 
in ourendeavour. For reference, however, these tables are 





most valuable, and will no doubt find well-merited favour with 
critics who desire to be more minutely accurate than we are. 
The importance of Foochow dates from 1855 when the smug- 
gling of opium, for which the port was since 1842 chiefly 
employed, gave place to a more legitimate if somewhat less 
profitable trade. It was in 1855 that some small cargoes of 
tea were shipped as returns for opium which had up to that 
time been invariably paid for in specie. Thence to 1860 
the tea trade steadily increased in importance, but opium 
formed the only staple import. Even now, although 
manufactured goods and metals are not neglected, opium far 
outbalances them, as may be seen from the subjoined figures 
which also display comparatively the import trade for 1864 
and 1865:—Foreign Manufactures (1864) value 1,011,833 
dollars ; do. (1865) 724,177 dollars ; Metals (1864) 262,975 
dollars ; do, (1865) 305,397 dollars ; Opium 1864) 4,347,338 
dollars ; do. (1865) 3,312,364 dollars. Almost all these goods 
are imported through Hong Kong. The tea season lasts from 
the middle of May to the end of January, the larger portion of 
the crop being shipped direct to Europe and America, while a 
few cargoes find their way to the coast ports and Hong Kong. 
Of 65,545,036 lbs, shipped as estimated during the scason 
1865-66 all but 8,888,076 lbs. was destined for Great Britain 
and British possessions, the Continent and the United States 
absorbing the extra nine millions. The tea most in demand 
for Englaud is Congou, together with Souchong and a smaller 
quantity of Oolong. On the Continent Congou is likewise in 
most favour, the highly scented teas once popular in France 
and Germany being now discarded, and in consequence finding 
their way to England. Three-fourths of the tea shipped to the 
States consists of Oolong and the remainder of Congou and 
Souchong with a small quantity of green. Under the head of 
shipping we are supplied with the following information regard- 
ing the Foochow tea ships:—In 1864 103 vessels, of a gross 
tonnage of 58,114, cleared in tea for Great Britain, the United 
States, and Australia, but in 1865 the number fell to 95, repre- 
senting 51,722 tons. In the former year $3 were Pritish, and 
in the latter 84, the tonnage, however, fell off to the amount of 
2,476 tons. We gladly close this article with the words in 
which Mr, May winds up his report, expzessing at the same 
time our wish that the opinions he expresses were equally ap- 
plicable to all the ports open to foreign trade in China :— In 
“conclusion, it may be remarked that the present commercial 
“ yelations of this port seem to promise an increase in prosperity. 
“The native authorities are always willing to uphold the inte- 
“rests of foreign merchants, while the latter readily conform to 
“the trade regulations.” 

Our labours have now brought usas far down tho coast as 
Amoy, where, as at most of the other ports, the gratifying fact 
is brought to light that foreign trade is gradually but steadily 
upon the increase. During 1864 the presence of a Taiping 
garrison at Chang-chow-fu interfered with the legitimate trade, 
but the recapture of that city was quickly followed by a renewed 
activity among the native mercantile classes. Thus while the 
returns for the quarter ended 31st March, 1865, exhibited a 
total trade amounting to tls. 87,899, those for the quarter ended 
31st December, showed an increase of one hundred per cent., 
namely, tls, 168,854, the rebels having been compelled to 
evacuate Chang-chow in the month of April. At Amoy as well 
as at Newchwang and Tientsin the bulk of the trade is in the 
hands of natives, who while they appreciate more and more the 
advantages of shipping goods in foreign bottoms learn at tke 
same time to dispense with the assistance of foreigners. Hence, 
while the agencies of Hong Kong and Shanghai houses are one 
by one in process of removal, a large increase is noticeable in 
the amount of shipping and tonnage. In 1865, 802 vessels, 
registering 276,319 tous, entered the port, against 661 vessels 
of 210,539 tons which entered in 1864. The total value of 
imports for 1865 was $12,974,724, of which $3,060,550 was 
due to opium, The arrivals of rice and drugs showed a large 
increase upon the preceding year, and the excess of value in 
1865 over 1864 amounted to $3,555,099, In exports we note 
a falling off to the extent of $1,074,453, due principally to a 
diminution in the quantity of sugar and tea shipped. Although 
in estimating the total trade for 1865 there at first appears to 
be a deficit of $2,931 as compared with 1864, this is due to 
an unprecedented delay in tho shipment of tea, a large portion 
of the 1865 crop not having been embarked until the early 
months of this year. We may therefore confidently expect a 
corresponding abnormal increase in the nominal returns for 
1866. 
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Crossing to the little-known island of Taiwan, or Formosa, 
‘we encounter a remnant of the prohibitive system which for 
80 long paralysed the trade with China. Rice, which is largely 
produced, can be exported only under pass to Amoy and Foo- 
chow. It might prove the source of a lucrative trade, but the 
necessary steps must be taken by the Chinese Government 
before any such result can be expected. Formosa now exports 
sugar, turmeric, aand sesimum, and consumes opium and piece 
goods. During 1865 slight increase in all the more important 
imports was noticeable, and exports, with the exception of 
turmeric and lung-ngaus, displayed an advance upon the pre- 
ceding year. So in tonnage ; the entries for 1865 were 162 
vessels (27,648 tons) against, 135 vessels(25,450 tons) in 1864. 
Mr, Fisnen, who has compiled the report on Formosa, had at 
the time of his writing been but for a short period at his post. 
‘We are not, therefore, surprised to find nothing but bare tables 
of statistics; but we trust that the next volume of official 
reports will contain some reliable information regarding the 
physical features of the island. 

The neighbourhood of Swatow was during 1865 
disturbed by the rebels, who held the city of Chai. 
and thus commanded the most direct route into the province 
of Kiangsi. As the latter province absorbs nearly all the opium 
imported into Swatow, the effect of this occupation was severely 
felt. Hence a certain depression in trade which did not, 
however, altogether mask the rising tendency of the port. The 
year under review showed a total increase in trade over 1864 
to the amount of $2,314,191, and this, taken in connection 
with the facts just stated, promise well for the fature now that 
the neighbourhood of Swatow is tranquillised. 

Those who love to look back upon the good old times, and 
still entertain fond reminiscences of the faded glories of Canton, 
will be disappointed in the trade of that port. Still, we have 
to note an increase in 1865 of $7,352,000 due in great measure 
to large imports of cotton from Bombay, which, during the 
American war, had been diverted into other channels. In 
shirtings also a largely increased business was done, but this is 
accounted for by the short import of the preceding two years. 
Opium appears in the report as 2,371 chests, accompanied, 
however, by the significant note that these figures represent 
about one-tenth of the actual import, the remaining nine-tenths 
being smuggled. Mr. Commissioner Glover atone furnishes 
us with any details regarding Coolie emigration, although this 
subject, besides being of great interest, would appear to come 
naturally under the cognisauce of the custom's officials. During 
1865 ten vessels cleared from Canton for the British West 
Indies, Havanna and Peru, taking with them 3,443 Coolies. 
Shipping entered increased from 847 to 893 veasela, and the 
clearances from $55 to 886 vessels, The growth of Hong 
Kong has necessarily proved detrimental to Canton, but the 
transference of the tea emporiums to Hankow and Amoy has 
completed the work of destruction, and we therefore fear that 
Canton must for the future be content to accept the position of 
a third-rate port, having becu fairly distanced in the race by ita 
more successful rivals. 

Having thus disposed of twelve of the ports open to foreign 
trade, we now turn to the appendix to the Reports, and take 
up the certified translation of M. Grquet’s voluminous memoir 
upon the trade of Shanghai, Commencing with a sketch of the 
condition of trade at the opening of the year, the writer points 
out the causes which lel to the many heavy losses suffered by 
the mercantile community, as well aa the unforeseen conjunc- 
tion of circumstances which brought about satisfactory results, 
and gave encouraging promise for the future. It were hardly 
fair to criticise M. Giquet’s views after the fact, else wo might, 
point to tho calamitous event of the last few days which con- 
tradicts the hopes entertained at the close of 1865 and com- 
meneement of 1865. During 1864 speculation had been rife, 
and enormous consignments of China produce were forced upon 
markets already glutted. Mail after mail bronght accounts of 
ruinous losses upon tea, of cotton lying without demand and of 
the crash of old and universally respected firms. Meanwhile 
eager buyers were making purchases at enhanced rates, for the 
spirit of competition was not to be checked even by the antici- 
pation of impending loss. Thus, as an example, black teas 
which opened at tls. 32 per picul were quoted towards the close 
of the season at tls, 38, but a partial failure in the crop and an 
increased care in preparation fortunately stepped in to avert the 
threatened calamity, and for the inost part they sold at a profit. 
The Report before divided into chapters, bearing the fol 
lowing titles :—Imports, Division of Imports amongst Foreign 











Countries, Exports, Coast Trade, Shipping, Treasure and Duties 
Nationalities Established at Shanghai, and Summary. Imports 
showed an increase of five millions of taels, or thirty-five millions, 
against thirty millions. This was chiefly due to cotton and 
woollen fabrics and opium ; in tho latter the same cause ope- 
rating that we have already noticed, namely, the prohibition af 
the culture of the poppy in Szuchuan and Shansi. The total 
opium trade of Shanghai for 1865 was 36,680 piculs, valued 
at eighteen million of taels, or one half of the value of imports 
for the year. A remarkable fact is elicited apropos of the 
opium trade, namely, that it has been but slightly benefited 
by the provisions of the Treaty of Tientsin. In 1856 the 
deliveries at Shanghai amounted to 33,672 chests, while in 
1865 they had fallen off to 33,348 chests. Judging therefore 
from opium, it would seem that the opening of the treaty ports 
has done nothing for foreign trade, but the instance is an ex- 
ceptional one, as a glance at the returns of all the other staple 
imports will fully manifest. With regard to cotton goods at- 
tention has of late been drawn to the “mildew,” which during 
the opening months of 1665 was found to have damaged 
fifteen per cent. of the grey shirtings landed at Shanghai. In- 
vestigations into which we need not here enter led to the dis- 
covory that the state of the bales was due to the manufacturers 
having adopted silicate of soda as a stiffoner in place of starch, 
which did not give a sufficiently white colour to cloth manufso- 
tured from inferior cotton. Complaints from this cause have 
gradually died away, but the inconvenience to merchants in 
China still continues, as Chinese buyers will no longer purchase 
by muster, but insist on opening the packages and inspecting 
each piece. In minerals there will be a constantly increasing 
trade until the mines of China shall be worked upon scientific 
principles, As, however, the Government has of late estab- 
lished arsenals and workshops for the production of guns and 
ammunition, it is to be expected that the folly of importing 
iron, copper, and the other metals and minerals used in the arts 
will be recognised, and the resources of the country be deve- 
loped with the aid of European skill and enterprise. At present 
Chinese iron cannot be produced at so cheap a rate as foreign 
bar and nail rod, although the mines of Tien-tsin and Wanchow 
(in Chekiang) produce a metal fully equal to Nos. 1 and 2 
Swedish, Coals are imported from England, Australia, America, 
Japan, and Formosa. The dearness of the three former hag 
diminished the demand; Formosan coal has hitherto been 
produced in very inferior qualities, but Japan promises well. 
Up to last year the sale of coal in that country was a Govern- 
ment mouopoly, and consequently the worst descriptions were 
sold at a fixed rate far above their comparative values. Now, 
however, many of the mine-owning Daimios offer excellent 
samples, the mines of Saka-sima and Okisima being the richest 
and most productive, The rice trade has fallon off in conse- 
quence of the extension of cultivation in the province of 
Kiang-au ; but while this inflicts a direct temporary loss upon 
foreigners, it may reasonably be expected that the increased 
wealth and prosperity which it indicates will have their due 
effect upon other branches of trade, and leave a permancot im- 
pression upon shipping alone which caunot fail to suffer from 
the withdrawal of its chief source of employment. Great Britain 
takes the lead in the import as well as in the export trade, and 
this in virtue of the resources both of the mother country and 
of India. The latter derives an annual income of something 
like five millions sterling from the export of rice and opium 
absorbed by China, but for the future a diminution may be 
expected in consequence of the lessened demand for grain, 
This income is net, asIudia takes no produce in exchange from 
the Middle Kingdom. Manufactured goods and metals swell 
the importations from Great Britain direct and from Hong 
Kong, so that for the year 1865 fifteen millions of taels may be 
set down as a rough estimato of tho total value of British 
imports into Shanghai, We cannot forin a fair judgment of 
the American trade inasmuch as tie war interrupted to a great 
measure mercantile operations, In 1865 about half a million 
of tacls would probably represent the value of American goods 
placed op the Shanghai market, and a little over a million may 
be placed to the credit of the coutinent of Europe, ‘Lhe prin- 
cipal exports arc, as is well kuown, tea, silk, and cotton. In 

teas and cotton there was a very considerable reduction, balanced, 
however, by an increase of 2u,000 bales ia tho export of silk, 

which bronght the value of goods exported in 1865 to very 
nearly the figure attained in 1864. When treating of the tea 
trade M,. Giquet draws attention to the circumstances 
wiich Lrought about the losses suifured iu 1864, and offers 
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‘an explanation which should induce us at least to pause 
before passing a sweeping condemnation upon foreign buyers. 
Thus the merchant, being ignorant of the language, is oom- 
pellod to have recourse to native agente, who fix the opening 
quotations at their discretion, but who make it a rule that the 
price shall, at any rate, not be lower than during the preceding 
season. Knowing then that the earliest arrivals in London 
eave a large margin of profit, fierce competition sets in, of 
which the brokers (and not the producers) derive the benefit. 
When the first rivalry has died away and the clippers are loaded 
nd despatched, it might bo expected that prices would fall. 
But the Chinese are too “ canny” for this, and by combination 
‘contrive to maintain the opening rates, and frequeutly even 
obtain an advance towards the close of the seasov. There are 
but two remedies ; either to transact business without the in- 
tervention of native agents, or to form a counter-combination, 
nd by holding out long enough defeat the brokers. The former 
is practically inadmissible on account of the difficulties of the 
language and the peculiar usages of the natives, The latter is 
‘in like manner not to be thought of; partly because it would 
be opposed to the liberal spirit of the age, and partly because 
English merchants have not the faculty of combination, possess 
only individual interests, and, as a rule, acts each one for bim- 
self without reference to the advantageous relations in which 
he might stand to his fellows. In every respect, therefore, the 
foreigner is at the mercy of the native, and the latter uses his 
power ruthlessly. Such were the general causes which led to 
loss in the tea trade. In 1865 another and special cause was 
introduced, namely, the opening of an immense number of 
small hongs presided over by men who were perfect novices. 
Their speculations, which were regulated by chance alone, over- 
set the prudence of the practised hands, and hence “absurd 
“prices, inferior qualities, and a miscalculated export.” The 
banks offered facilities to these rash operators ; but experience 
has taught @ useful leseon, and the first generation of inexpe- 
rienced traders having been swept away by bankruptcy, there 
is little danger of a second generation obtaining money on easy 
terms, The transactions in Green teas were most satisfactory. 
Prices had fallen so low in consequence of the doubtful aspect 
of affairs in America, where most of the crop is absorbed, that 
dealers were anxious to realise at any terms, and exporters were 
then allowed to operate with security in making their bargains. 
When peace was proclaimed the stocks in hand and those yet 
unshipped were eagerly sought for, and prices of course imme- 
diately flew up. As it turned out, however, the requirements of 
America were so considerable that all the Greens exported were 
sold at a profit. Cotton proved a fertile source of ruin to many. 
During the American war the export was enormous, and even 
towards the close of the rebellion the eagerness of shippers 
may be judged of from the fact that in January and February, 
1865, the export from Shanghai alone amounted to 90,000 
piculs, Its high price and inferior quality marked China cotton 
as the first victim to the restoration of the Americrn trade, and 
hence a rapid collapse among the foreign and native houses 
whose transuctions for the past yoar had been for the most part 
in cotton. Silk, on the other hand, was most successful. In 
this as well as in tea and cotton buyers were rashly impationt 
at the opening of the season, and prices ranged accordingly. 
As it happeued, the quality was fair, and‘it had been kept in 
good condition. But what saved silk merchants fiom partici- 
pating in the calamities of the cotton exporters was the sudden 
failure of the continental crop in consequence of some terrible 
but unknown disease amongst the worms, Now that this has 
passed by purchasers should consider whether the exceptional 
circumstances under which their speculations fur 1865 and 
1866 have turned out will justify them in entering the market iv 
1867 and the ensuing year with the same confidence. The total 
export of Shanghai silk for 1865 was 43,000 bales, but would pro- 
bably have reached 60,000 had not the occurrence of heavy and 
continuous rains in the mulberry districts destroyed the second 
crop. These figures are, of course, exclusive of 12,000 bales 
of Japanese silk, which during the same period pass:d through 
the port but was not landed. Tho coast trade for 1865 may 
be summarised in the following figures :—Native produce im- 
ported into Shanghai, 26,000,000 taels; whereof foreign 
countries took fifteen millions and a-half, Chinese ports five 
millions, while the rest was kept for local and provincial con- 
sumption. The export of Chines? produce to other ports 
reached eight millions of trels, a decrease of nearly two mil- 
lions from 1864, As to shipping, it is to be feared that the 
days of high coast freights are among the things of the past, 





Steamers have to a considerable extent taken the place of sail- 
ing vessels, the import of rice and the export of cotton have 
fallen off, and thus, without any corresponding increase in the 
junk trade, foreign ships lie idle in Shanghai and the other ports. 
Parhaps on none will this alteration have more effect than upon 
the storekeepers, who derived a large profit from the supply of 
necessaries to the imposing mercantile fleet that in years gone 
by lay atanchor in the Whangpoo. Between thirty and forty 
steamers ply regularly between Shanghai and tho coast and 
riverine ports, together with Hong Kong, Nagasaki, and Yoko 
hama; but, 80 far as the storekeepers are concerned, these 
badly supply the place of the sailing vessels, In 1865 1,740 
vessels making up 848,456 tons entered, as against 2,137 
with a tonnage of 899,331 which entered in 1864. We cannot 
enter into the elaborate statistics of specie imported and ex~- 
ported; the results, however, are as follows :—The value of 
native and foreign merchandise imported into Shanghai from 
the coast fell far short of that exported, and hence large returns 
were made in specie, Local speculations in land, &c., lay dor- 
mant, and by these means conjoined large quantities of silver 
were received and retained, exchange ranging very low. The 
Bank treasuries were crammed with bullion during the greater 
part of the year, and, in order to get rid of it, considerable sums 
were sent by each mail steamer to India, there to be minted by 
the Government. 

The most generally interesting chapter in M. Gigquet’s report 
is that wherein he takes a bird's-eye view at the nutionalities 
established at Shanghai. He classes the foreign community 
under English, American, German and French, Dutch being 
included under German and Swiss under French. In all, the 
settlements contain about 2,500 foreigners and 120,000 Chi- 
nese ; an estimate which, though framed for December, 1865, 
fairly represents the present population. The British are facile 
principis ; they are in fact the only importers ; but while they 
introduce goods to the amount of thirty-six millions of taels, 
they take away no more than twenty-two and a-half millions. 
It is not to be wondered at, therefore, that they are able to ap- 
propriate the greater portion of the business in China, while at 
the same time Loudon is regarded by the whole world as 
the general mart for Eastern produce. The Americans form 
the next important section; they are pre-eminent in shipping 
—that is to say, in steamers employed upon the coast and 
rivers. It is to bo expected that when the Pacific line shall be 
opened a large proportion of the silk now passed through Lon- 
don en rowe for New York will be transported direct, but we 
have little fear of a serious diminution in British trade, as the 
demands of consumers and the wealth of the producing districts 
will in all probability keep pace one with the other now that 
tranquillity has been restored. The Germans and Dutch will 
suffer severely from the lowered rates of freight, as the greater 
portion of the coasting trade was carried on under their flags. 
Some unimportant continental goods are imported, but as a 
rule the commercial transactions of German firms consist in 
ordering manufactured goods from England and returning Chi- 
neso produce. France brings nothing to China, and takes away 
but little more. Out of 43,000 bales of silk shipped in 1865 
France purchased 7,300 bales, of which no moro than 2,500 
were shipped by Freuch houses, French picco goods cannot 
compete with the produce of English looms, and even if a 
market were found it is probable that such cottons and 
woollevs would in the first iustance be sent to Loadon to be 
forwarded to China, The fact is that the French are not mi- 
gratory ; they are great, generous and noble, but commercial— 
jamais! We have seen that at several of the ports the native 
merchants have succeeded in establishing a foreign trade on their 
own account without the intervention of foreigners. In Shan- 
ghai this is not the case ; foreigners and natives work together 
in harmony, and cach class is satisfied with the trade which 
falls to its share. “Situated as Shanghai is near the silk dis- 
“ tricts, and connected with them by magnificent canals—occu- 
“ pying on the coast a central position which necessarily makes 
“it an entrepot for the ports of the Yangtsze as well as for the 
“North, Ningpo and Japan, trade made by forcigners has a 
“vitality of its owa aud rests upon such foundations that pro- 
“ gress it must ; whereas at second-rate ports it would decrease, 
“and be absorbed by native hongs. A crisis, however terrible 
“it might be, could pot therefure deprive this port of its title 
“of ‘Lhe Commercial Capital of China;’ nor will the cosmo- 
“politan republic, thanks to the good sense and practical spirit 
“of its citizeus, ever cease to merit -the appeilation of ‘The 
“ Model Settlemeut.’”

THE BISHOPRIC OF VICTORIA. 

Tue Bishopric of Victoria (Hong Kong) has at length, after 
a vacancy of nearly two years since the resignation of Bisbop 
Sarre, been filled up by tho appointment of the Rev. C. R. 
Atrorp, M.A., formerly of Trinity College, Cambridge, and now 
incumbent of Trinity Church, Islington. ‘Ihe reverend gentle- 
man was successively appointed to the incumbency of St. 
Matthew's, Rugby, in 1841, and to that of Christ Church, 
Doncaster, in 1846, He subsequently for some years filled the 
important post of Principal in the Metropolitan Church of 
England Training College, at Highbury. Possessing a high 
reputation as an able preacher and a zealous promoter of the 
educational movement, he appears to have commended himself 
to the ecclesiastical and civil powers as specially fitted for the 
varied and multiform duties of the Anglican bishopric at Hong 
Kong. He has been known as a prominent member of the 
Evangelical body of clergy in London, and his nomination to 
the see of Victoria has been pronounced by the Record to be 
“a very excellent appointment.” 

We are authorised to state that a plan is under consideration 
of subdividing the English bishopric in China into two por- 
tions. We believe that the measure has received the 
approval of his Grace the Archbishop of CanTerBory, and 
has probably ere this been officially submitted by him 
to?the Foreign-office authorities, whose consent on behalf 
of Her Majesty the QuEEN is previously required in accordance 
with a recent Act of Parliament for the consecration of mission- 
ary bisbops in foreign territorics beyond the British realm, It 
is proposed that the Rev. W. A Russet, B.A. of Trinity Col- 
lege,{Dublin, and for nearly fifteen years a missionary of the 
Church Missionary Society at Ningpo, be consecrated bishop 
over the Anglican clergy in the northern parts of Chiua, and 
possibly also in Japan ; and that the British colony of Hong 
Kong, with the three southern ports of Canton, Amoy, and 
Foochow, retain under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Victoria. 

It will of course be understood that the latter portion of 
this scheme is still far from being definitively settled ; and that 
at present weare only enabled to give this brief outline of the 
probable course of arrangements for two English bishoprics in 
China, It is probable that the consecration will take place in 
Canterbury Cathedral soon after Christinas, and that the new 
Bishop of Victoria will embark for his Eastern diocese in one 
of the Peninsular and Orieutal mail steamers in the mouth of 
March next. 

















INTOLERANC CHINA, 

We have yet much to learn regarding the secret springs 
which actuate the conduct of the Chinese officials and people, 
Metaphysical philosophers assure us that our powers of gene- 
ralisation are the measure of our actual knowledge, and that 











the guiding principle of all research is accurate analysis. For 
nearly a century European observers have been engaged in the: 
task of collecting and collating facts regarding China and the 
Chinese, while the more modern speculators have felt them- 
selves justified in taking the results of these observations, and 
building a theory upon them. It is somewhat humilisting to 
have to confess that hitherto all such attempts at evolving 
general principles from an ‘array of isolated facts have proved 
failures. We are still in that initiatory stage of inquiry which 
confines itself to the accumulation of individual instances, 
Future writers may perhaps arrive at “classification,” “experi- 
ment,” and finally “generalisation,” but our task evidently is 
to collect materials for our successors. Any one holding the 
opinions ordinarily entertained with respect to Chinese 
character would be disposed to scout the idea that under 
no special provocation a movement would be set on 
foot having for its sole object the injury of foreigners, All 
classes have so much to gain from foreign intercourse, and 
the power of the foreign arms has been so fully asserted, that an 
opposition based upon nothing more solid than the old feeling of 
rivalry or the exploded theory of superiority, would eeem almost 
ineredible. We havo just cause to boast that, having opened 
China by force, we are in a position to hold our own without 
further recourse to violence ; that our motives and our practice 
are so well understood as to justify us in withdrawing our sol- 
diers, and despatching our fleet to scenes where its presence is 
more immediately required. From the highest to the lowest, 
throughout all classes, whether official or mercantile, friendly re- 
lations upon both sides are maintained through the means of 
mutual concession ard forbearance. Such is the condition of 
affairs as it is ordinarily presented to us; such also is the con— 
dition that we would naturally expect. 

We have now, however, to contemplate a new mani- 
festation of Chinese feeling displayed simultancously in 
the north and in the south. At Canton the lower classes 
are, by our latest advices, described as ina state of ferment 
caused by the old grievance—the presence of the Fan-Kwei. 
The newly appointed Governor of Kuangtung has raised 
hopes that in the process of time he will annex Macao (and 
doubtless Hong Kong) and drive the barbarians from his quarter 
of the Celestial Empire. In no country is the intellect of the: 
lowest class remarkable for brilliancy, and the Chinese coolie- 
mind is unable to see the hopelessness of any such attempt, 
while at the same time is quite awake to the prospective ad~- 
vantages of any measure likely to produce confusion. Hence 
the popularity of the newly conceived opinion. Again, in the 
province of Hunan the ultra-Conservatives have published a 
proclamation abusing foreigners and recommending their ex-. 
pulsion, ‘Taken for what it is intrinsically worth, this produc- 
tion may be characterised as a farrago of ignorant declamation- 
and obscene abuse. While some clauses are so grossly indeli- 
cate as to forbidtheir reproduction in an English dress, others 
are exquisitely ludicrous, The baptismal oil used by the 
Catholics is described as an ointment boiled down from the 
corpses of priests; the immediate effect of conversion is the 
production of insanity developing itself in breaking ancestral 
tablets, attacking idols, and destroying temples. “But what is 
“ most extraordinary,” continues the writer of the proclamation, 
“is that the speed wherewith this madness takes effect depends 
“upon the distance a man is from his home. If he be one or 
“two days’ journey, the madness breaks out after ono or 
“two days. If he be only one day's journey the maduess 
“takes place after one day; but it is sure to break out 
“a few hours after he reaches home,” And so on through a 
dreary mazo of folly and superstition. All this has a ludicrous 
side. Knowing the faint interest taken by the Chinese in any 
discussion of a controversial character we are disposed to smile: 
at the misrepresentations so boldly made. The proclamation 
to which we refer goes farther than this, however. It closes 
in some such strain as the following :—‘‘ These obstinate bar- 
“barians and religious trampers engage in trade under the pro- 
“tection of the treaties and deceive the national authorities. 
“They may not be examined at the barriers or stopped by the 
“mandarius, yet all the while their hearts are sympathising with 
“the lawless banditti. The religious emissaries who are scat- 
“tered everywhere are merely spies, and as for us who now put 
“up with their pride and haughtiness we shall some morning 
“find it too late to save ourselves, It is reported that these 
“vagabonds have visited the tomb of ConFucivs, which along with 
“the temple they‘have destroyed. The descendants of the sage 
“ feeling\deoply aggrieved rallied together under the command of 
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“ono Mao and succeeded in ‘driving them out and destroying 
“them, since which event they have not dared to show their 
“faces, Let everbody, whether he be @ scholar, a farmer, 
“aq mechanic, or a merchant, draw his sword for combined 
“vengeance. Should any one hold back he is to be ac- 
“counted as one of these strange beings.” 

When the existence of this extraordinary document was 
made known to foreigners an attempt was made unsuc- 
cessfully to trace it to the official, We are not dis- 
posed to think that it bears any internal evidence of 
having emauated from the authorities. More probably 
itfis an attempt either to create a commotion for the 
mere sake of the commotion itself, or to excite distrust and 
dislike of the existing Government which stands pledged to 
foreigners. Chinese revolutionists are as sagacious as their 
fellows in tho West, and seek first for a good watchword before 
they commerce a popular movement. At one time it is “ Tartar 
oppression and the restoration of a native dynasty ;” at another 
it is “Mandarin exaction ;” now it is “ Death to the barbarians.” 
In England such faction cries as the “Corn Laws” and 
“ Universal Suffrage” are less formidable, but no less charac- 
teristic. It matters little to us as a general rule what tumults 
oceur in China provided our political relations remain intact and 
the producing districts are not invaded ; but when an appeal is 
made to the worst passions of the lowest class of society, and 
that appeal is directed against the presence of foreigners, we 
are covstrained to notice an occurrence which may produce 
the most Cisastrous consequences to ourselves, Although 
for the most part foreign residents are confined within 
the narrow litsits of the settlements, there are many 
in the interior of the empire, and their safety should 
be no matter of chance or speculation. But beyond 
this, the most serious aspect of this proclamation and 
others like it is the opposition thereby displayed to the exten- 
sion of foreign influence, We shall not always be content with 
the means of intercourse with China that we now possess, and 
we aro thercfore the more anxious to clear out of the way of our 
further advance the decaying prejudices and wanton misrepre- 
sentations of an ignorant but formidable section, 





KOREA. 
* Aerter from Toulon says :—‘ Important news has been 
circulating here un the subject of events in the Chiva and 


Japan Seas. The French Government entirely disapproving of 
any immeiinte attempt at an expedition against the kingdom of 
Korea, directed Rear-Admiral Roze to undertake nothing more 
till further orders, as the massacre of the French missionaries 
required an cremplary chastisement which would be better de- 
ferred to a more opportune moment. Vengeance, though tardy, 
would only be more terrible on that account. ‘There was an 
objection to engage in a hazardous operation before obtaining a 
full knowledge of the approaches and resisting power of that 
mysterious country.” 

The Paris press is silent about the intentions of the French 
Government for the very good reason probably that they have 
no information, but letters from the East appear from time to 
time in some of the provincial journals ; thus @ correspondent 
of the Nouvedlliste of Rouen writes :-— 






Kung, in which he pointed out the probal 
Korea. The Prince, who to the ordinary finesse of a Chinese diploroatist 
adds the enlightenment of a European, replied that the communication 
could not concern his Government, the vassalage which united the king- 
dom of Korea to the empire of China being purely nominal; and that 
consequently if France thought fit to interfere in Korean affair, China 
had nothing to do with the affair. Our charge d'affaire, if my information 
is correct, then addressed himself to Admiral Roze, commanding the French 
squadron iu China, and bezged him to do what was best for French inte- 
rests in Korea. Admiral Roze having but small mears for attempting a 
landing, confined his action to the exhibition of the French flag on the 
coast of Korea, in order by such demonstration to prevent further persecu- 
tions, He maintained otherwise strict neutrality, waiting instructions from 
his Government.” 

The Messayer du Midi says that the Government could not 
of course engage in an adventurous undertaking without well 
knowing the coasts and means of defence of this mysterious 
country, and then gives an account of Admiral Roze’s visit. It 
appears thatthesmall flotilla (consisting of the Primauguet, steam 
corvette, and several small gunboats) was in great jeopardy ; the 
soundings often varied five or six fathoms in a few hours, and 
the Apsrat found himself suddenly upon the coral rocks, A 
catastrophe seemed imminent, when a great wave carried the 
vessels into deep water again. The ADMIRAL’s vessel was at 
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one moment in the greatest peril, perched upon a ridge of rock, 
with twenty-five feet of water all round, while the rest of the 
flotilla were in the mud, and unable to render any assistance, 
Having escaped from this perilous position, the ADMIRAL, 
steering by the chart of Captain Guerin, which, it is said, was 
found to be remarkably accurate, made for the mouth of a 
river which was set down as one of the principal outlets of 
Korea. The vessels proceeded slowly up this river, and at four 
leagues distance came upon a large village where a number 
of soldiers were engaged in making defensive works ; the AD- 
MIRAL attempted to communicate with the people on shore, but 
they proceeded with their work without attending to him; so, 
finding his efforts fruitless, he knocked down a stockade with 
his guns and put the Koreans to flight with grape shot. It 
was remarked that the Korean soldiers were barefooted, that 
the greater part of them were armed with °bows and arrows, 
but that some carried pikes and sarbacanes. ‘Ihe correspondent 
adds, rather naively, that the ADutRAL, having no other object 
than the making of a hydrographic reconnoissance, in order to 
facilitate ulterior proceedings, quitted the inhospitable shore,

THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S SERVICE. 
(THE TIMES.) 

If England is gravitating towards Calcutta, and if the high road to 
India is now, as people say, the only remaining object of the foreign 
policy of Great Britain, some interest will naturally be felt in a history 
of the establishment by which the direct communication between England 
and the East is principally managed. Our immense commerce with India 
is conducted by a prodigious mercantile fleet, but the mail service and 
passenger service are specially performed by a single well-known company 
now just a quarter of acentury old. The present year, in fa +4 
taken as a species of anniversary, and the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany has embraced the opportunity of presenting to its shareholders and 
publishing to the world a connected history of its origin, development, 
and transactions up to the present time. We shall find some curious 
statistics in this narrative, and we shall find also some information of @ 
character highly interesting at this period of financial derangement and 
commercial mistrust. The Peninsular and ;Oriental Company is an old 
joint-stock concern, claiming to have been administered with a due com 
bivation of discretion and enterprise, to have been ‘fairly remunerative” 
to its proprietcrs for five-and-twenty years together, and to be in a state 
of perfect solvency, unquestionable efficiency, and hopeful growth at the 
present moment. Such an example deserves, if only for its rarity, to be 
studied with some attention, 

‘This great company, representing the largest and most important firm of 
carriers between England and India, now possesses a fleet of steamships 
equal to the navy of a second or third rate State. It owns no fewer than 
fifty-three excellent steamers of large tonnage and commensurate power, 
besides a squadron of auxiliary tugs and toiling transports Tt has regular 
stations at almost every important seaport in the Eastern hemisphere. It 
carries upon an average about 16,000 first-class and 3,000 second-class 
passengers every year over a route of many thousand miles, It pays every’ 
year upwards of half-a-million sterling for coals, and keeps about 100,000 
tons of this fuel constantly in stock. It feeds as well as carries its pas~ 
sengere, and its expenditure of stores in gle year comprised 
15,000,0u0Ib. weight of provisions, 1,500,000 bottles of wine, beer, and 
and 180,000 head of cattle and poultry. ‘These figures will appear 
prodigious, but the fact is that upwards of 10,000 persons are victualled 
daily on board the company’s vessels. Every now and then, in great 
national emergencies, the company performs transport service for the Gow 
vernment. During the Crimean War the Peninsular and Oriental 
steamers carried 60,000 men and 15,000 horses to their destination, and 
the same vessels at the time of the Indian Mutiny carried regiment after 
regiment to the East with rapid and timely despateb. 

‘Let us now, however, look into the financial history of the company, 
and see with what practical results all this business has been conducted. 
‘The enterprise was originally projected on a modest scale, probably with- 
out any expectation of its actual development. A capital of £1,000,000 
was thought sufficient in 1841 for the purposes in view, and though pro- 
vision was made for a supplementary stock to the extent of £50,000 it 
was not until [847 that this resource was employed. Seven years later, 
however, authority was sought and obtained for increasing the capital stock 
by another million, making a total of £2,500,000, represented by 5,000 
shares of £50 each, The company was also, even in those early days, in- 
vested wigh the privilege of “borrowing powers ;” but its limits in this 
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respect were not wide, and they have not been exceeded. Debentures to 
the amount of £800,000 must be added to the stock, so that the share and 
Joan capital together amount to £3,300,000. Now, upon this capital, 
calculating the shares at par, the company bas paid an average dividend of 
94 per cent. during the whole period of its existence—a return which, if 
not extravagant, may certainly be deemed satisfactory. The gross expendi- 
tare of the ormpany is somewhere about £2,000,000 ; its gross revenue 
about £2,200,000, leaving the odd £200,000, or rather less, divisibleas profit. 
But now we come to the curious point in the story, which is that 
Bobody is satisfied. The public, as our readers well know, breaks out 
periodically into complaints of the service as performed by the company. 
‘Anglo-Indians and Australians growl over the ‘ monopoly ” employed, 
like all monopolies, for the profit of the fem, and protest angrily against 
delays, slackness, high charges, and indifferent fare. Other people talk 
‘af the magnitude of the subtention paid by Government for the mail 
service, and at the poor performance of the work. Last of all, the very 
shareholders grumble, so that the directors’ narrat though describing a 
marvellous establishment and a commercial success, is devoted from first 
to last toa deprecation of objections and discontent. The explanations 
offered to each class in turn are exceedingly amusing. It may well be 
asked what a proprietor can complain of who gets all but 10 per cent. for 
‘his money; but the truth is that this isan exceptional case. The divi- 
dends paid by the company represent this rate of profit only when the 
shares have been purchased at par, whereas many shareholders bought at a 
nium, sometimes of 60 or 70 ‘per and their receipts therefore 
far more moderate proportion to their investment At present the 
comprises 2,122 names, and of these proprietors, we are told, 
ladies and 153 clergymen ; showing a considerable proportion of 
steady if not contented investor 
With respect to the complaints of the public, something, perhaps, is 
due to our natural propensities in this matter, but the directors are at the 
ins to explain to us that their passengers, if not of a peculiar class, are 
bitualy in « peculiar humour. ‘The traffic on this route is no pleasure 
traffic. Nobody would go to India if he could help it, even in a first-class 
cabin.“ The eompany have not to deal with those who have mace up a 
purse for a holiday and a run abroad, but with those who are engaged in 
the real battle of life, and who struggle to husband their resources accord- 
ingly.” So, the customers are exacting, querulous, and hard to be pleased. 
They baggle over prices, estimate charges, and measure costs by per- 
formances, eepecially on the outward voyage. Coming home they are a 
good deal happier, and prepared to take things more easily. The 
rectors, however, declare for themselves that they have kept pace with 
the times, and that the passengers have nothing to complain of either in 
charges or treatment. Fares have been reduced and comforts have been 
muliplied. ‘Twenty years back, for instance, passengers never thought of 
ice as an article of the first necessity; now the luxury is expected as a 
matter of course, and furnished by the company at a cost of £7,000a year. 
‘We suppose most people will come to the common conclusion that 
something is to be said on both sides, and that though exiles on their way 
out may not be the most accommod: customers, @ great company 
with a practical monopoly of business would be likely to look to its own 
interests rather keenly, and not to become liberal except under a little 
pressure. No doubt the Peninsular and Oriental Company has done good 
service, and will do good service again, but it bas probably been for the 
advantage of the public that a stimulus was now and then applied to its 
“enterprise ” as contrasted with its “discretion.” It is, however, a real 
representative establishment of the country, and it might be bard indeed 
to find any other with which #0 many households have been brought, as it 
were, into personal and familiar contact. ‘There is hardly, aay the direo- 
tors, “a family among the gentry of the United Kingdom ” but has ils name 
upon their books, and the fact idself is enough to communicate a more than 
ordinary interest to the bistory which we have thus related.

PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION, 

‘The annual general meeting of this company was held on Thursday, 
the 6th inst. at the offices, Leadenhall-street; Mr. P. D. Hapow, the 
deputy-chairman, presided. 

Mr. C. W. Howe t, the secretary, read the report, which stated that 
the company stood possessed on the 30:h September last of stock in ships, 
Jess the amounts deducted for depreciation, £3,043, 164 ; also of leasehold 
‘and freehold property in England and docks and premises at Calcutta, 
Bombay, Hong Kong, Singapore, and other stations, £259,090; stock 
‘of coals, naval and victualling stores, amounting to £478,856 ; also cash 
at bankers, investments, bills receivable, balances in agents’ hands, and 
debts due to the company, £868,181, making the total assets £4, 144.290. 
‘The capital received from proprietors at that date amounted to £2,300,000, 
‘on debentures to £626,500, and in anticipation of the ninth and tenth 
instalments 434,605;—total capital £2,961,105, The liabilities of the 
company in bills payable and otherwise amounted to £724,171, making 
the total capital and liabilities £8,685.276, showing a surplus of 
£459,015. The revenue account showed that the gross revenue or in- 
come of the company, from freight, passage-money, postal service con- 
tracts, and other sources, amounted for the twelve months ending 
the 30th September last to £2,243,076. The expenditure and charges 
on revenue, including interest on debentures, with thereserve for in- 
surance, and outlay for wear and tear, and renewal of ships, for the 
same period, amounted to £2,094,493, leaving a net profit of £148,583. 
From this was deducted £77,000 for dividend of 3} per cent. for the 
half-year ending the Slst of March, and £67,500 for the half-yesr’s di 
dend, now recommended at 3 per cent., leaving a balance of £4,083. ‘he 
annual premium of 5 percent. on the estimated value of the floating 
Property of the company, covering ordinary sea risks and credited to the 

roprietors’ underwriting account for the year ending 30:h September, 
Tavs, was £110,005 From this was deducted value of steamship Jeddo, 
wrecked on the Chul Kader Reef in February last (lees depres 
£53,200; also damage to the company’s property at Calentta by the cy= 
clone in October, 1884, £770; leaving a balunve of £56,030, out of 
which it was proposed to pay the proprietors at the rate of 2) per cent., 
leaving £363 for the reserve fund, which would then amount to £459,015. 
‘The tabular statement of the company’s fleet showed that there were [0 
bips—five screw and five paddlewheel—on the Mediterranean service ; 
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seven screw on the Calcutta and Suez line; 18 screw on the Bombay 
and Suez and Bombay and China lines; four screw on the Ceylon anc 
Sydney line; and two paddle and five screw on the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai, China Coast, and Japan lines, making together 46 ships, 

gate tonnage 74,941 tons, and 16,580-horse power. There were five ships 
under repair of an aggregate tonnage of 8,928 tons and 2,300-horse 
power. These, together with steam-tugs, transport, store, and coal 
ships, amounted in the aggregate to 95,963 tons Customs’ measure- 
ment, and to 19,655-horse power. The Surat, after perform- 
ing ‘a complete voyage on the Southampton and Mediterranean 
lines, during which she steamed 8,858 miles, at an average rate of 11 
knots per hour, was despatched to Calcutta, via the Cape, on the 7th ult.,, 
for service between that place and Suez. The Avoca, Malacca, and 
Sunda had likewise been finished, and sent to the East. The Avoca 
made’the passage from Southampton to Bombay in 65 days, the Malacca 
in 55 days, and the Sunda in 38 days. The Geelong left Southampton 
for Bombey on the 9th June, and arrived out on 30(h July in 51 days. 
All those voyages were made under easy steam. The Candia, Nubia, 
and Delta were again in active service, each having received new boilers 
and a thorough repair refit. The first brought to Suez, two da) 
within the contract time, the Calcutta and China mails, delivered on tl 
27th ult. The Granada had been sold to one of the princes of Japan 
on advantageous terms. The number of vessels uncer extensive repair 
had of late been unusually large. This had arisen from the circumstaneo 
that many of the company’s ships were built about the same time and the 
necessily for new boilers and a general refit came round at nearly the same 
period. Several of the finest ships,—among them the Pera, the Simla, 
the China, the Ceylon, the Nubia, the Cundia, the Nepaul,the Benares, 
the Emeu, the Salseite, and the Della—had now undergone a complete 
renewal, and some had still to be laid up for the same purpose. The re- 
pairs and renewals of the last nine of the ships came into the accounts 
for the financial year, and the consequence was that the amount expended 
in that way bad exceeded the total of that spent in repairs and renewals, 
together with the sum set upart for depreciation in former years, when 
the repairs had been of the average amount. For the year 1865 the 
cost of repairs stood at £294,459, and the amount set apart for depre~ 
ciation was £115,000, making together £409,459. In the accounts for 
the present year the amount expended in repairs and renewals alone 
reached the unusual sum of £439,400, but as the vessels repaired and re- 
newed during this and the preceding year had been rendered in many re- 
spects as good as new, the directors had not considered it nec to 
charge any reserve for depreciation against the revenue of the last fnancial 
year. The Board looking forward to the possibility that the company 
might soon be invited to submit tenders for new services, they conse- 
quently petitioned Her Majesty in Council for a supplemental charter, 
authorising an addition of £1,000,000 to the present capital of the coms 
pany, by the creation and issue of 20,000 new shares of #50 each. The 
direvtors greatly regretted the loss by the death of two members of the 
Board in the last half-year, Mr, Plowden and Capiain Nairne, who had 
discharged their duties with great assiduity. The vacancies, in accordance 
with the deed of settlement, were filled up by the appointment of Mr. E. 
Thornton, C.B!, and Mr. G. C. L'Estrange, subject to the appro 
the proprietors. The Board proposed, prior to the half-yearly mecting next 
June, to nominate Mr. H. Bayley, now one of the assistant managers, to 
the post of director. The Indian and China mail contracts, taken in 1853 and 
1854, were terminable by the Government or the company on 12 months’ 
notice, and the existing Australian contract, which commenced in February 
last, was terminable in like manner on two years’ notice. Those contracts 
comprised the whole of the mail services now worked by the company. The 
Parliamentary Committee ot 1866, after a most searching inquiry, record= 
ed their “opinion that the services under the several contracts to which 
reference had been made had been well performed,” and the directors felt 
that the facis and evidence submitted to them could have led to no other 
conclusion. The subject was now under the consideration of the several 
departments of Her Majesty's Government. The directors had completed 
their arrangements for a trial of extra voyages between Bombay and Suez; 
the Girst steamer would leave Bombay on the 19th of January, and Suez 
about the 5th of February next, in correspondence with the steamers to 
leave Southampton on the 20th, and Marseilles on the 28th of January, A 
service four times a month would then be temporarily established. In the 
face of the existing stagnation of trade with the East, the directors con- 
gratulated the proprictors on the fact thatthey were enabled to recom- 
mend a dividend of 3 per cent. for the last half-year, making, with 3} per 
cent. declared in June last, and 24 per cent, from ihe underwriting account, 
a total of 9 per cent. for the year. The amounts now available would 
be—for dividend 3 per cent., and underwriting account 24 per cent. to- 
gether 54 per cent., free of income-tax, payable in one warrant on Friday, 
the 28th inst. 

‘The Canaan, in moving the adoption of the report, expressed regret 
that Mr. Anderson, the chairman, was unable to attend in his place that 
day in consequence of iliness. It was an interesting meeting in respect of 
its being twenty-tive years since the first annual mectin of the company 
was held in St. Mary-axe, when the company had a much smaller under~ 
taking than at present, It had been carried ‘out from the commencement 
with prudence in every way, and with due enterprise. The founders of 
the undertaking would, he trusted, be always held in grateful remem- 
brance. ‘The company had been of vast imporiance to the country by 
extending commerce to the East. His worthy friend, the secretary, ha 
compiled an account of the progress of the company up to the present 
time, for which he deserved the thanks of the proprietors. It showed how 
the Government bad assisted them to the undertaking, and the parsimo- 
nious conduct of the authorities. ‘They uever had a tender accepted by 
the Government through favour to the company, but because it was the 
lowest, except in one or two when another company tendered for 
contracts and came to an untimely end. ‘They owed nothing to the 
Government for thelr support; all the company had obtained had been 
fairly earned and fairly won, ‘The capital account was vow larger than 
‘ever it was before, owing to the call on the new shares, but the moncy had 
been judiciously expended on property abroad and would be remunerative 
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to the company. ‘The slups that had been were now as good as 
new ships the company's tleet was in a perfect state of efficiency, and he 
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could say that commanders and officers were able and efficient in every 
respect. The new capital they proposed to get power to raise would not 
be lightly expended. ‘They would only expend what was requisite for the 

es of the company. When they got the supplemental charter they 
would call up £5 a share, and he might mention that the ratio of the new 
share capital to the old would be as 2 to 5.

He then 
adverted to the Parliamentery Committee on Communications with the 
East, before whom many resh statements were made, being the reverse of 
‘accurate, and thore were completely refuted by their excellent secretary, 
who had compiled facts and figures in support of his statements. ‘Their 
company had come out of that searching investigation with credit, and it 
was acknowledged by the committee that the service by the company was 
well performed. Their establishment in Bombay had been enlarged for 
the repair of ships, and was of considerable value to them. 

‘The motion for the adoption of the report having been seconded, 

‘Mr. GLIDDON called attention tothe comparatively small sum paid by 
the Government for the convevance of the mails, which he stated was at the 
rate of a penny per ton per mile, being the same rate as that paid for the 
eanveyance of coals on the railway.

‘The sections of the Second Chamber are still busy the examins- 

tion of several Bills, which will be partly discussed on Friday next. In 
the first place will be brought forward the Bill by which it is proposed that 
the State should lend to the company of the State Railwuys, which is for 
the moment in monetary difficulties, a sum of two and a-half million of 
guilden. This proposal mects with’ much opposition, so that it is not at 
all improbable that it will be rejected. _ Asto the Budgets, they will not 
‘come on for discussion this year, and'credit laws are to be granted to all the 
departments. This resolution resulted from the fact that there remains 
too little time before the Ist of January, when, according to the funda- 
‘mental law, the budgets must be settled, to discuss them thoroughly, and 
the new members, who are brought into the Second Chamber by ihe last 
elections, cannot have a sufficient knowledge about this matter to give 
fundamental motives for their vote. The future of the Cabinet is not 
ry bright. Again, the Liberal party was reinforced by the election that 
took place yesterday at Groningen. One of the old Liberals, Mr. W. H. 
Dullert, was duly elected. The other Liberal candidates, Messrs. van 
Bosse and Cremers, resigned some days ago. 
+ Much sensation was created here by the news, which was brought by the 
Jast East India mail, that Mr. Sloet van de Beele, the ex-Governor of the 
East Indies, had not published the resolution of Mr. Myer, the Minister 
of the Colonial Department, suspending. the former resolution of Mr. 
Fransen van de Putte, abolishing the forced services of the Indian natives 
to the Heads, Although I sincerely regret that the order of Mr. Mye, 
was given, I however think that it was the duty of the Governor-General 
to publish the resolution. I am of opinion that the Liberal papers are 
wrong in defending such an act, which is vehemently disapproved of by 
the Conservative papers. You know that Mr. Sloet will return homeward 
within a few days, and it is with much regret, that we were informed by 
the telegraph from Messina that his wife died on the voyage. 
think that he will be received here very kindly by the Cabinet, notwith- 
mandieg: he took the above mentioned measure, undoubtedly in the interest 
of Java. 

The great masonic festival to celebrate the 50th anniversary of the ap- 
pointment of Prince Frederick as national Grand-inaster, took place on 
the 2th of Nov., in the Crystal Palace, Amsterdam. A very large 
number of brethren, comprising deputations from lodges in England, Ger- 
many, France and Belgium were present, and not less than 1,500 of them 
sat down to a banquet.” The chair was filled by Mr. I, C. van Lennep. 
After dinner the usual loyal and masonic toasts were proposed and re- 
sponded to with great spirit. Magnificent cadeaux were presented to the 

rand Master, who resigned that day the honourable dignity, and amongst 
them appeared large and beautiful contributions from the lodges of the 
Far East. ‘The Prince hiinself presented to the Grand Lodge a masonic 
bibliotheke, comprising more than 5,300 books, several medals and prints, 
and 2,000 autographs. The successor of the Prince is not yet known, 























‘The Minister of War has taken the very important resolution to pull 
down several of the fortified towns, amongst which appear the fortresses of 
Maestrichs. You will know that this town is the capital of Limburg, and 
certainly the Ministry could not give a more essential proof that it despises 
the threatenings of Prussian semi-official papers, than to take this measure. 
Nothing is heard of the negotiations between the Court of Prussia and our 
King as Grand Duke of Luxembourg, notwithstanding they have cuntinued, 
since the 15th of last month, 

‘You will remember that the question of the Easter Scheldt with Belgium 
mentioned in my former letters is still unsettled. The Belgian Govern 
ment now has proposed to submit the question to a international com- 
mission. Our Government, however, declined to accept that offer. 

I sincerely regret that I am obliged to convey very bad news about the 
rinderpest, which is increasing now in a frightful degree. According to 
the last official returns not less than 3,257 heads of cattle were attacked in 
one week in three provinces, against 1,595 cases in the preceding week. 
‘The cattle plague isalso now spreading in the other provinces. The re- 
solution of the Minister of the Financial Department that no cattle will in 
future be appropriated for the purpose of being slaughtered to prevent the 
spreading has created much regret. The expenses, however, become #0 
very heavy that the Minister felt himself obliged to apply this measure. 
The sanitary condition of the cou also bad. The cholera epidemic 
has not yet disappeared, and during last week 89 cases occurred in several 

laces. 

r From Amsterdam we hear very bad news ; not only is it officially stated 
that the finances of Mr. Sarphati, the well-known banker, who died some 
time ago, are en dec.nfiture, but also that Mr. Heshuizen, the president 
of the Amsterdam North Sea Carnal Company, member of the Amsterdam 
Council and of the provincial states of North Holland, has disappeared, 
leaving a deficit of 9,00),000f. Others, however, estimate it at only 
2,000,000f. It remains, however, whatever the amount may be, a very re~ 
gretful fact. Amongst the debts of Mr. Sarphati is one to the Crystal 
re “ 130,000f. You know that he was the erector and president of 
that building. 

Comp aints are made from the district Almelo, that briberies took place at 
the last election in that district. A judicial inquiry is now being made 
there. This is the first time that such an inquiry has taken place in this 
country. 

‘Sone days ago the first Bible was published here by the E.T. Mir 
sionary Society in the Soenda language. The translation was made by 
the missionary G. I. Grashuis, from Rotterdam. 

The Tyd, a Roman Catholic journal has again opened a subscription in 
behalf of the Pope; but it has not the same success as last year; up to 
this time only 11,500.. have been subscribed. 

By the stormy and very dirty weather that has prevailed here during the 
last few days, we have to regret many shipping disasters on our sea coasts, 
‘The greatest loss experienced is that of the Eust Indiaman Elizabeth, 
which ship, with a full and valuable cargo, sunk on the 27th of November 
in sight of Brouwershaven. The crew, except four military passen- 
gers, was happily saved. The ship and cargo were insured for an amouat 
of 5,000,000f. by Rotterdam brokers. 

Last Saturday the Japan war steamer Kayoo Maroo, which was built 
here for account of that Government, sailed from Flushing for Japan, First 
Lieutenant Dinauy being commander.

A communication made to the Russian Geographical Society states that 
in consequence of the unsettled state of Affairs in Western , Chi owing 
to the revolt of the Dunganes, the immigration of Chinese to Siberia is 
largely on the increase, so that the number in August last amounted to 
more than 20,000 souls, most of whom have settled in the district of the 
Seven Rivers, and belong to the Chinese clans of Sibo and Solon. 

The recent discoveries of gold in the vicinity of the Amoor have 
attracted hither so many greedy persons from the surrounding districts 
that agriculture has suffered severely, and the prices of all provisions 
have risen to a fabulous height ; to prevent which for the future the Go- 
vernment have thought proper to interfere, and a notice has been issued 
that all persons intending to seek for gold to the eastward of Nertschinsk, 
in the direction of the Argoon, must first obtain permission from the local 
authorities. This measure has madea favourable impression. 

From Vienna we learn that the long-projected commercial and political 
expedition to the Far East is finally decided on, and will sail from Trieste 
early in the sprin, It will consist of a screw frigate and a corvette, and 
be placed under command of Vice-Admiral von Tegethoff, who dis- 
tinguished himself in an action with the Danes two years ago off Heligo- 
land, and defeated the Italian fleet this last summer in the naval affair off 
Lissa, in the Adriatic. The expedition will take out several valuable pre- 
seuts for the potentates of Siam and Japan, among which will be a marble 
statue of the Emperor of Austria, a splendid album containing photo- 
graphic vie ws of various cities of Austria, a collection of modern arms, 

























$ and an assortment of Austrian teatile and other manufactures, including 
specimens of glass und crystal, porcelain, leather, carpets, damask, per~ 


fumery, ttearine candies, clocks and watches, musical instruments, basket 
work, parquet flooring, saddlery, cooking apparatus, wine, toys, and 
painted window-blinds. At first, some demur was made by the Emperor. 
on the score of expense, but as it is an object of great national importance, 
and it was further shown that the two ships of war hitherto employed on 
the coast of Mexico, and at the disposal of the Emperor Maximilian, were 
under orders to return home, he was induced to give his consent. 

A gun manufacturer at Bremen has invented a new light cannon, which- 
is spoken of as eminently practical for arming merchant vessels exposed 
to attacks by piratical junks. Experiments made in the presence of some. 
of the leading shipowners of that city were considered so_ highly satisfac. 
tory that a number of these guns have been ordered for arming their 
vessels employed in the Chinese seas.

We are informed that Sir Harry Keppel, K.C.B., has been appointed to 
the command of the India and China station, in the place of Admiral 
‘Thirz. We trust that vigorous dealings with pirates in the China waters 
will prove Sir Harry to be the “ right man in the right place.” 

Capt. James G. Goodenough, K.N., appointed to the Victory, flagship 
at Portsmouth, for service in the iron frigate Minotaur, has joined the 
former ship and entered upon his duties in superintending the outfit of the 
Minotaur, as flagship of the Channel squadron on its assembling at Spit- 
head in May next. Captain Goodenough, who is only 36 years of age, has 
been employed over 19 years at sea. He entered the navy in 1844, and after 
serving sume time in the Excellent, gunnery ship, wasadvanced to lieutenant 
June 23, 1851, and from September following until May, 1854, served 
‘on the south-east coast of America in the Centaur. He was next employed 
for a short time in the Caleutta, 84, at Devonport, and from February, 
1855, to the close of the Russian War served in the Hastings. From Sepi., 
1856, to August, 1857, he was senior of the Raleigh, 50, on the East 
India and China station, and from the latter date until promoted to com- 
mander, February 26, 1838, served in the Calcutta, 84, on the same 
station. He continued in the Calcutta as second captain until July, 1859 ; 
nd in September following was appointed to command the Renard, 
which he retained un‘il Beplennets 1861. He was second-captain of the 
Revenge, 73, attached to the Channel Squadron, from July, 1862, uutil 
posted, May 9, 1863, and at the close of that year was despatched to 
‘America to report on the artillery used in the contest then going on. From 
November 1, 1864, to April 19, 1866, he commanded the Victoria, 102, 
flag-ship, in the Mediterranean.

A special general meeting of the Comptoir d’Escompte 
has just been held for the purpose of doubling the 
capital of the society, which was voted with only eight dis- 
seutient voices, represeuting 110 shares out of 15,000 repre- 
sented at the meeting. The capital of this eompany was 
originally 20 millions of francs ; it was doubled in October, 
1860. Great anxiety was felt by the shareholders on two 
points—the Mexican loans, and the late transactions of the 
Comptoir in the East. With respect to the former question 
the directors declared that the society was completely disen- 
gaged ; the contrary was very generally believed with respect 
to the second loan, as it had acted entirely on commission, but 
that it would defend the interests of the subscribers by all the 
means in their power. As regards the East, it was stated that 
the operations of the society during the first half-year, the 
account of which had just arrived, exhibited a clear net profit of 
£76,000, the losses made having becn covered by former gains. 
Tt was added that the society's drafts were received in China 
and India on a par with the best English paper, and the directors 
congratulated the shareholders 6n French commerce being thus 
relieved from the heavy commission formerly paid to the bankers 
of London, and on the fact that the merchants in the East 
would be thereby habituated to treat directly with France, 

The accounts of the Ceylon Company (Limited) for the half- 
year ending the 30th of September last have been made up, and 
exhibit an available balayce of £16,800. 5s. 1d. at the credit of 
profit and loss, The directors propose to pay an interim dividend 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum (being 93. 2d. on euch
